Lucas would not allow me to go look at 
the burn pile. | asked Lucas if he would sign a Denial of Access form and he denied. | filled out what | could on the Denial of Access form and 
signed my name. Lucas did accept my business card as well as a copy of 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open Burning 
Requirements and PUB2047 - Facts on Open Burning Under Missouri Regulations. | informed Lucas of our state's open burning regulations 
such as only burning from sunrise to sunset, always having someone supervising the fire, only burning untreated wood or vegetative waste, 
etc.

We 
asked Smith what kinds of things he put in his burn pile and why, and he stated that everything in the burn pile derived from his house 
next to the flea market. | tried to describe the differences between household waste and durable goods, and that nothing related to his 
business should be burned. | explained that it may be permissible to burn household trash knowingly derived from his house, but much 
of the paraphernalia in the burn pile did not qualify as household waste. There were lots of items that seemed to be related to the 
business, and even if they were not, they were durable goods. There were televisions, aerosol cans, metal parts, insulative material, 
appliances, light bulbs, electronics, and other illegally burned items. These illegally burned materials in accumulation, were more than 2 
cubic yards of durable goods. Smith claimed that the fire department allows him to burn these materials since he pays them $60 a year. 
Dietz and | explained to Smith that, regardless of what the fire department says or does, the state open burning requirements are still 
relevant in the context of his burn piles. | explained that we would write a report to Smith that outlined the steps he can take to return to 
compliance in more detail, then we left the property. | called the Eldridge fire department on the afternoon of 9/14/23, and the fire chief 
explained that it is standard practice for Eldridge to charge businesses $60 a year as a sort of insurance to protect from lost property.
